On the occasion of the 12th Annual Convocation of the 
University of Kashmir, I extend a hearty welcome to air of you 
this afternoon. I have great pleasure in felicitating all those who 
are going to receive theif certificates and medals of honour totiay 
and trust and pray that in future years they shall bring credit to 
themselves and to their alma mater , 


1.0 I feel honoured in extending a cordial welcome to our c:is- 
anguished chief guest, Shri K. C. Pant, Minister of Steel and Mines, 
Government of India. Shri Pant is the illustrious son of an illus¬ 
trious father Bharat Ratna the late Shri Govind Vallabh Pant 
who rendered invaluable services to the freedom movement of India 
and was one of its luminaries. The late Shri Govind Vallabh Pant 
together with Pandit Nehru, Maulana Azad, Vallabh Bhai Patel, 

Rajagopalachari, Rajendra Prasad and Rafi Ahmad Kidwai was the 
builder of modern India. Shri K. C. Pant is a distinguished states¬ 
man, an astute parliamentarian and a man of great political acumen. 

r? h,s debut as a Union Minister of State for Finance in 1967, 
n Pant has looked after the Ministries of Steel and Heavy 
^ngmeermg, Home Affairs, Electronics and Atomic Energy and 
ation, first in the capacity of a Minister of State and later 



as Cabinet Minister. Whatever portfolio he handled he endowed 

them with unique dynamism and took them to a high level of 
excellence. 

He was leader of the House in Rajya Sabha during 1979-80. 

He has also let! and represented India in numerous international 
conferences and particularly those relating to human rights. He is 
a brilliant administrator, an erudite scholar, and a born leader tilled 
with a leeling of love and affection for the low, down-trodden 
and backward people of India. He is one of the few political leaders 
who has a vision of the destiny of India as one of the great 
nations of the world. 

His scholarship was established by virtue of the award of the 

Chancellor's Gold Medal for the best student from Lucknow 
University. It was most evident to me during his tenure as Edu¬ 
cation Minister when he provided scholarly, imaginative and visionary 
leadership in steering the National Education Policy in its first 
phase. As Education Minister he had perceived with rare insight 
the challenges to education in contemporary India. We are, there¬ 
fore, justly proud in having him with us this afternoon as our 
Chief Guest. We are extremely grateful to him for having accepted 
our invitation to deliver the Convocation address. 


2.0 Mr. Chancellor, with your kind permission I would now 

like to present a brief report on the programmes, activities 
and achievements of our University during the year 1985-86. 


During the year under review, the academic activities in the 

0 .' 

University not only successfully maintained their tempo but experienced 
an acce eration. The number of students went up from 1700 in 1985 
to 215!) and in response to this increase the number of teachers 
also increased rom 219 to 244. 
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Altogether 51 M. Phil and 50 Ph. D. theses were submitted 

by research scholars of the various Postgraduate Departments to 
the Examination Wing of the University. 


Of these the results of 


34 M. Phil and 33 Ph. D. scholars have been declared so far. The 
Examination branch of the University remained, as usual, extremely 
busy this year too. About 29 thousand students appeared in various 
examinations at 267 centres of examination. The University Exami¬ 
nation results were declared on time. The functioning of the 
Examination wiDg is being streamlined. 


2.1 


In addition to the normal Work conducted in the various 

post graduate departments and research centres of the University, 
this year saw the re-organisation of the Centre of Central Asian 

Studies. The re-organization has been done with a view to shar¬ 
pening the focUs of the Centre and making it more efficient, 
purposeful and result oriented. A new Faculty of Non-Formal 
Education has also been set up. The University proposes Ito|^e^6p| 
the non-formal sector of education including distance education in 
a big way. 


2.2 During the year under review several important seminars, 
conferences and training programmes were held in various Depart¬ 
ments of the University. The first such conference was the meeting 
of the Council of the Indian National Science Academy (INSA). 

Distinguished scientists from all over the country assembled to 
aitend ihis meeting and to participate in the scientific symposium 

organized by INSA. This meeting of the INS\ Council provided 
the teachers and students of the University of Kashmir to interaat 
with the best scientific brains of the country. The Department of 

English organized a three day UGC National Seminar on Literary 
Criticism and Culture in which eminent scholars in English language 
nd literature from various universities of the country participated. 
Ihe Department is also organizing a six week UGC sponsored 
English Language Training (ELT) Summer Institute for the college

Hyderabad. The visiting teaching faculty for this summer Institute 

includes an expert from Britain. The Iqbal Institute organized a 
national .seminar on Rhetoric and Poetry in Iqbal. In addition to 
this, national seminars were also held in the Department of Persian 

on Modern Trends in the Teaching and Resaarch of Persian ; in 
the Department of Kashmiri on the Folk Literature of Kashmir; 

in the Department of Sanskrit on Kashmir Shavism; and in the 


Department of Hindi on Post-Independence Hindi Literature. The 
Departments of Economics and Geography jointly organized a seminar 
in collaboration with the State Department of Planning-a National 
Seminar on the Problems of Regional Planning and Urban Deve¬ 


lopment in the State of Jammu and Kashmir. This collaborative 
seminar has opened out immense possibilities of joint research 
proermr.PK' h\ the ifficials of the State government and scholars 
of this University in the field of regional planning and urban 
development. The University is keen to participate in the deve¬ 
lopmental activities of the State. 


2.3 This year the University also had the distinction of playing 
host to two National Conferences. The 8th National Conference of 


the National Association of Geographers of India (NAGI) was held 
under the auspices of the Department of Geography and Regional 
Development from 1 to 4 October, 1986 in which 350 delegates 
from India and abroad participated. The National Congress of Geo¬ 


graphers was inaugurated by the Governor of J&K State, Shri 

Jagmohan. The 4/th All India History Congress was also held from 
7 to 9 October, 1986. More than 1,300 delegates drawn from all 
over the country aitended the History Congress which was inaugu¬ 
rated by the Governor of Andhra Pradesh Ms Kumudbehn Joshi.

2.6 Publication of books and journals is a fair index or u : 
intellectual activity of a seat of learning. Our University, in keep¬ 
ing with its tradition, registered a commendable improvement in 
this field during the current year. The Iqbal Institute published 
a book on Iqbal and Modernity and brought out the third number 

of its journal ‘Iqbaliat’. Besides this three of its publications are 
at the moment in press. Twentieth Century English prose, a text¬ 
book for the B.A. previous students of the Valley, was edited by 
the post-graduate Department of English and published bv the Oxford 

University Press. The second issue of the research journal of the 
Department of English viz ‘English Studies in India' is also being 
released soon. The other noteworthy publications of the current 
year include the English translation of Dr. Zaman Azurda's Sahitva 
Academy award winning book Essay entitled Thorns and Thistles, 
Professor Majid Husain's book on the Geography of Jammu & Kashmir 
State, Dr. Brij Premi's book on Sadat Hasan Mantoo, Dr. Marghoob; 
Banihali's Kashmiri translation of National Academy ot Letters 
monograph on Ghalib, and Swami P. N. Saraswati's translation ot 

‘Parapraveshika’. The Post-graduate Department of Kashmiri also 
brought out a special issue of its research journal. Besides tins

2.7 Extension lectures by prominent scholars in different fiel2 

contribute a good deal to the development of a wholesome and 
invigorating academic atmosphere. During the current year exten¬ 
sion lectures were delivered by eminent scholars and visiting professors' 
from the country and abroad. Prominent among the foreign scholars 
who delivered extension lectures are Prof G. D. K. Cook, Director 
Institute of Systematic Botany, Zurich; Dr. Joseph Terek a zoologist 
from Zechoslovakia; and Mathematical scientists Prof. Miss Helga 
Schinner (Canada;, and Professor Ludwig Danzer from west Germany.;?' 

T ie most notable extension lectures organised and delivered 
under the direct auspices of the Kashmir University were by

3.3 The All India Inter - University Debates in English and Urdu 
were also organized for Sheikh Mohammad Abdullah Rolling Trophy 
and Allama Iqbal Rolling Trophy respectively. Eleven Universites 
participated in the English Debate. Both the rolling trophies were 
won by the Aligarh Muslim University. Inter-collegiate and inter- depart^ 
mental group discussions and Qirat competitions were also organized 

by the Dean’s Office. The Office is also sending a team o students 

to represent the University at the Inter-UniVetsity Zonal Cultural 

Festival to be hosted by Agra University under the auspices of the 
Association of Indian Universities. 

4.0 The development and beautification o the University Campus 
hai received due attention of the University. The Site Development 

Wing of the University planted about 2000 ornamental perennial 
plants, mainly rom the University nursery. It also participated in 
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various competition organized by the Directorate of Gardens, 
Parks and Floriculture J & K Govt. It won three first prizes for 
Lawn Competition, Rose of the Show and Best Dhalia. Some 
commendation prizes were' also awarded to this Wing. The Site 
Development Wing proposes to lay out children’s parks in the 
main Campus and Naseem Bagh Campus. Is also proposes to lay 
turf in front of the Guest House and Administration Block Lawns. 

5 0 The University has been organizing coaching classes particularly 

for the students belonging to the minority communities for com- 

petiiive examinations of I.A.S., I P.S. and IF.S. with the financial 

assitance of the UGC. This programme is now picking up and 

a large number of candidates are seeking admission to these coach- 

ink classes. The University is also participating in a programme 

initiated and sponsored by NCERT, Ministry of Home Affairs, 
Govt of India to improve the educational standards of institutio ns 

managed by the minority communities. 

6.0 The University has taken necessary steps to improve the status 

of its administrative staff who constitute an important component 
of ihe University system. A welfare scheme has already been 
implemented for the Ministerial staft. The age of retirement of 
the administrative staff has also been raised to 60 years like that 
of the teachers of the University. The University Council has 

agreed to place its administrative staff on the pay scales applicable 
to central University administrative staff. The revised pay scales 
will be implemented shortly. Special refresher courses are also 
being organized for the benefit of the administrative staff. 

7.0 It is with a sense of pride and pleasure I report that the 

Department of Science and Technology has identified the University 

of Kashmir as a national Centre for academic and scientific con¬ 
ferences. It has sanctioned a grant of Rs. 18 lakhs to add 

another wing to the University Guest House and for improvement

7.2 The residential accommodation on the campus, both for staff 
and students, is extremely limited. The University can hardly 
accommodate one fifth of its academic and administrative staff I„ 
order to solve tins problem, the University has approached the 
ousing and Urban Development Corportion (HUDCO) for a house 

-building loan. This will enable the University to construct more 
than 100 residential buildings for all types of staff which will con- 
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siderably ease the pressure on housing in the campus. There has 
been unusual delay in implementing this programme. It is hoped 

that the problem will be sorted out soon and implementation will start 

in the near future. 


7.3 Our hostel facilities are even more insufficient. There are 
only three hostels on the Campus, one each for girls, boys and 
research scholars. The boys,’ and girls’ hostels’ are cur¬ 

rently accommodating 200 and 100 students respectively as against 
the approved strength of 120 and 60 only. This needs prompt 
attention. Additional monetary resources over and above the plan 

allocation will be required to resume the construction work on 

a hostel building fer boys which remains suspended for want of 
funds. 


7-4 The University is now more comfortably placed regarding 
mmodation for research centres and teaching departments. The 
epartments of Bio-Chemistry, Pharmaceutical Sciences and Elect¬ 
ronics have moved to their new premises. The department of 
Arabic and Iqbal Institute will shortly move to their new premises.

I must acknowledge 
the generosity of the Planning Commissioner 'but could he stretch 
his purse a little wider for us. This will enable us to develop to 

a high level of excellence the most vital resource of the state viz 
the human resource. 

8.0 In response to the application of this University the Univer¬ 
sity Grants Commission sent an expert committee in July 1986 
headed by Prof. Chitnis to assess the possibility of setting up a 
UGC financed Media Education Research Centre in this University. 
We are optimistic that the Commission will agree to do so. 

This will enable us to contribute to the national programmes on 

education being telecast by the UGC. The application of this 
University is also pending with the University Grants Commission 
for financial support for courses in M. Sc Electronics under the 

UGC and Department of Electronics scheme for the support of 
such Courses. 

9.0 Despite our best endeavour we have not been able to 
appoint a Professor of Pharmacy. This has adversely affected the 

growth and development of the Dept, of Pharmaceutical Sciences. 
The laboratory facilities are being built up but they are inadequate. 
In order to overcome these difficulties the University has sent the 
final year B. Sc Pharmacy students to complete their laboratory 
and theory courses to the University of Punjab, Chandigarh. The 
pre-final year students will be sent to the Hamdard Institute of 

Pharmacy, Delhi, during the forthcoming winter vacation. We 
wou d like to express our grateful thanks to Prof. Bhambah, 

Vice-Chancellor, ’unjab University and to Hakeem Abdul Hameed 
Sahib, Syed Hamid Saheb and Principal Hamdard Institute of 

Pharmacy for having so graciously agreed to impart necessary 
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instructions and training to our students in their respective insti¬ 
tutions. During the forthcoming winter vacation through the 
courtesy cf Frof. Chitnis the students of the Department of Jour¬ 
nalism and Mass Communication will be attached to the Space 
Application Research Centre for traininirg in Satellite Communica¬ 
tion. We also propose to send our students doing M. Sc. Elec¬ 
tronics to one of the national centres of excellence in electronics 
for advanced training and exposure. 

10.0 It gives me great pleasure to report that the government 
of Jammu and Kashmir has very kindly sanctioned the establish- 
ment of an autonomous Institute of Social Science Research. The 
Institute will promote in a big way research in the applied areas 
of social science and will help solve many socio-economic problems 
of the state of Jammu and Kashmir. It will be financed by the 
Indian Council of Social Science Research and the State Govern¬ 
ment. It will be located on the University campus and will work 
in close collaboration with the social scientists of the University. 

Jt will however be fully autonomous and independent of the Uni¬ 
versity. It will have its own Board of Management and will receive 
its grants directly from the State government and the ICSSR. I 
!m grateful to His fxcellency the Governor for according sanction.

Before I conclude I must point out that the University 
Council is most sympathetic to the problems of the University- 
staff both academic and administrative, It is prepared to offer them 
,c S 11irna t e ’acilities and opportunities to promote their professional 
competence and interests. The Council is awaiting the acceptance 
by the Govt, of India and the UGC of the Mehrofra Committee 
report on the revision of pay scales of Univeisity teachers to 
consider its implementation for the teaching slaff of this University, 
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The University Council is however, not prepared to com 
on disciplinary issues. As the Vice-Chancellor of this University 
I would like to declare in unequivocal terms that the authority 
of the University Council will be asserted and any attempt to 
establish a parallel authority will not be tolerated. 

14.0 Mr. Chancellor, may I conclude this report with the expre¬ 
ssion of my heartfelt gratitude for the whole-hearted support and 
constant encouragement that l have always received from you in 
my efforts to improve academic and administrative atmosphere of 
this University. I am deeply beholden to you for the firm support 
you have given me in hours of crises to protect and preserve the 
dignity and prestige of this University. I shall always carry with 
me fond memories of your enlightened and memorable role as Chan¬ 
cellor during my tenure as Vice- Chancellor of this University. Your 
enlightened support has always helped me to carry forward, against 
all odds, with courage of conviction, the torch of light and learning 
in this great institution. 

15.0 This University has a highly enlightened teaching community, 
an overwhelming majority of which possesses a deep sense of dedi¬ 
cation and commitment to the profession. They firmly adhere to 
professional ethics and would not allow any attempt to damag 
the image and dignity of this University which has a great future 
ahead of it as a national centre of academic excellence. I would 
like to express my gratitude to the enlightended members of the 
teaching community for their whole-hearted co-operation in the 
execution of the academic programmes of the University.

It is hoped 
that the problem will be sorted out soon and implementation will start 
in the near future. 

7.3 Our hostel facilities are even more insufficient, There are 
only three hostels on the Campus, one each for girls, boys and 
research scholars. The boys,’ and girls’ hostels are cur¬ 
rently accommodating 200 and 100 students respectively as against 
the approved strength of 120 and 60 only. This needs prompt 
attention. Additional monetary resources over and above the plan 

allocation will Sbe required to resume the construction work on 

a hostel building fcr boys which remains suspended for want of 
funds. 

7.4 The University is now more comfortably placed regarding 
nodation for research centres and teaching departments. The 

Departments of Bio-Chemistry, Pharmaceutical Sciences and Elect¬ 
ronics have moved to their new premises. The department of 
Arabic and Iqbal Institute will shortly move to their new premises. 

We are confidently hopeful that before the commencement of the 

next academic year the departments of History, Commerce and 

Political Science will also shift to their new buildings. I do hope 

that this improved accommodation environment for the University 

teaching departments will substantially improve their quality of 
teaching and research. 

7.5 Mr. Chancellor, as you know our University is relatively 
young in age. In order to catch up with the leading universities 
its pace of development has to be accelerated which however is 
not possible unless generous funds are made available at this nascent 
vtage. The University still lacks some of the important tnditional 
disciplines such as those of philosophy, psychology and sociology. 

We want to establish these Departments and also introc :cc new 
development-oriented disciplines to make University education socially 

t/ 
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more relevant. Some of these disciplines like Electronics, Journals^ 
and Mass Communication, Applied Geology and Geophysics have 
alieady been established but a lot more remains to be done and 

for this we need magnanimous financial support. I must acknowledge 

the generosity of the Planning Commissioner but could he stretch 
his purse a little wider for us. 1 iis will enable us to develop to 

a high level of excellence the most vital resource of the state v'

[he task of the educationist is, in a sense, unprecedented. As we 
look around, we find ourselves tied to the narrow problems of 

localities and regions. As. we look at the wide space above us, 
we find men in space-ships, daring to dream of unchartered voyages 

where the boundaries of time and space may even seem to disappear. 

In between, there are threats of nuclear armaments, and 

star wars. What kind of future can we envisage in this situation? 
/nd what kind of education should we fashion for our young people? 


There are rapid changes in all spheres of life. There is 
exponential growth of knowledge. Science and technology, in parti¬ 
cular, are transforming the wcrld so rapidly that today's science 
fiction beccmes tomorrow’s reality. The recent developments in 
electronics and robotics, in genetics and surgery, are truly breath¬ 
taking. The application of laser technology in various fields, parti¬ 
cularly in the fields of medicine and communications, is astoni¬ 
shing. The question that poses itsel. is how can we equip cur 

young people with the know ledge and skiiis required to enable titem 
to [absorb these advances and keep themselves on the frontline ? 
We must also keep in mir.d that Indian students have certain specific 
problems which are unique. Our students are required to absorb 
the lessons of a leng, continuous ar.d complex national history; the 
geography cf our country has the dimensions of a sub-continent; 
We have multiplicity of languages, and even our three-language 
formula leaves out the claims of our own classical languages. Our 
colonial past has greatly conditioned our mentality; we have to 
break its limitations and perversions and assimilate all mat is moocm 
and progressive. The Indian situation is full of disparities, and wc 
are committed to remove these disparities and provide equal oppor¬ 


tunities to all our citizens. This means harder work, greater disci- 
f line, higher production and productivity. The wealth 

(, f this vast and rich laud has to be harnessed for ending the 
poverty of its people. As none c this is possible without educations 
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,hc l|<les,ion is; how we make education universal and 

our educational system truly national and capable of equipping our 

young people to meet the challenges awaiting them? 


Questions of this kind provided the backdrop to the challenging 
exercise of formulating a new educational policy. We sought the 
collaboration of leading educationists and involved in a nation-wide 
debate, all sections of people who have direct or indirect relation¬ 
ship with education. We were aware and appreciative of the fact 
» v | cou f 1 |look!back on significant achievements, recorded over 
th ^p a P| SinCe W Ildependence ’ but we were equally conscious of the 

shortcomings. We first prepared a Status Paper, which was a kind 
of critical appreciation of the bright and dark sides of our educa- 
lal system, lot its infra-structure and super-structures, of its inner 

health and malady. This Status Paper, entitled, “Challenge of Education”, 
was thoroughly discussed in debates, seminars, conferences, news¬ 
papers and journals. The feedback came in torrents, and the harvest! 

was rich. All this went into the drafting of the new policy. The 

draft was examined, by the Central Advisory Board of Education, 

the National Development Council and the Parliament. And if I 

iot revealing a secret to you, may I say that the Prime 

Minister himself bestowed every care to go through the entire draft 
of the policy statement. 


But it was not enough to announce the policy. We have 
also now a Programme of Action. And if you examine it carefully, 
}ou will find that the proposals which have heen made are both 
desirable and feasible. I wish .to refer to five of them, which} to 

ifny mind, are crucial. The first relates .to the programme of univer- 
salisation of elementary education. The second relates to the 
removal of disparities, and here special emphasis is laid on education 
for Women’s equality, education of the scheduled castes and scheduled 
tribes; ajld education of the handicapped.

It is sometimes asked whether the ideals and goals that we 
have set out in our new educational policy will really be actualised, 
considering the gravitational pull of the environment in which our 
present life styles are being shaped and developed.

when there is narrowness of outlook and even corruption in our 
society. The question is, indeed, very pertinent. But I put a 
counter-question; what force other than education can uplift a 
society that is being pulled downwards by gravitational pulls ?

On the occasion of the 12th Aoninl Convocation of the 
University of Kashmir, I extend a hearty welcome to all of you 
this afternoon. I have great pleasure in felicitating all those who 
are going to receive their certificates and medals of honour today 
and trust and pray that in future years they shall bring credit to 

themselves and to their a/ma mater. 


1.0 I feel honoured in extending a cordial welcome to our dis¬ 
tinguished chief guest, Shri K. C. Pant, Minister of Steel and Mines. 
Government of India. Shri Pant is the illustrious son of an illus¬ 
trious father Bharat Ratna the late Shri Govind Vallabh Pant 
who rendered invaluable services to the freedom movement of India 
and was one of its luminaries. The late Shri Govind Vallabh Pant 
together With Pandit Nehru, Maulana Azad, Vallabh Bhai Patel, 

Rajagopalachari, Rajendra Prasad and Ral Ahmad Kidwai was the 

builder of modem India. Shri K. C. Pant is a distinguished states¬ 
man, an astute parliamentarian and a man of great political acumen. 
Since his debut as a Union Minister of State for Finance in 1967, 
Shri Pant has looked after the Ministries of Steel and Heavy 
Engineering, Home Affairs, Electronics and Atomic Energy and 
Education, first in the capacity of a Minister of State and later 
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as Cabinet Minister. Whatever portfolio he handled he endowed 

them with unique dynamism and took them to a high level of 
excellence. 


He was leader of the House in Rajya Sabha during 1979-80. 

He has also led and represented India in numerous international 
conferences and particularly those relating to human rights. He is 
a brilliant administrator, an erudite scholar, and a born leader filled 
with a feeling of love and affection ’or the low, down-trodden 
and backward people of India. He is one of the few political leaders 
who has a vision of the destiny of India as one of the great 
nations of the world. 


His scholarship was established by virtue of the award of the 
Chancellor’s Gold Medal for the best student from Lucknow 
University. It was most evident to me during his tenure as Edu¬ 
cation Minister when he provided scholarly, imaginative and visionary 
leadership in steering the National Education Policy in its first 
phase.

Departments of Economics and Geography jointly organized a seminar 
in collaboration with the State Department of Planning-a National 
Seminar on the Problems of Regional Planning and Urban Deve¬ 
lopment in the State of Jammu and Kashmir. This collaborative 
seminar has opened out immense possibilities of joint research 
programmes by the officials of the State government and scholars

7.3 Our hostel facilities are even more insufficient. There are 

only three hostels on the Campus, one each for girls, boys and 
research scholars. The boys,’ and host. arc cur¬ 

rently accommodating 200 and 100 students respectively as against 

the approved strength of 120 and 60 only. This needs prompt 
attention. Additional monetary resources over and above the plan 

allocation will be required to resume the const ruction work on 
a hostel building fer boys which remains suspended for want of 

funds. 


7.4 The University is now more comfortably placed regarding 

accommodation for research centres and teaching departments. The 

Departments of Bio-Chemistry, Pharmaceutical Sciences and Elect¬ 
ronics have moved to their new premises. The department of 
Arabic and Iqbal mstitute will shortly move to their new premises. 

We are confidently hopeful that before the commencement of the 
next academic year the departments of History, Commerce and 

Political Science will also shift to their new buildings. I do hope 
that this improved accommodation environment for the University 
teaching departments will substantially improve their quality of 
teaching and research. 


7.5 Mr. Chancellor, as you know our Universi’y is relatively 

mf 

young in age. In order to catch up with the leading universities 

its pace of development has to be accelerated which however is 
not possible unless generous funds are made available at this nascent 
stage. The University still lacks some of the important triditional 
disciplines such as those of philosophy, psychology and sociology. 
We want to establish these Departments and also introduce new 
development-oriented disciplines to make University education socially 
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more relevant. Some of these disciplines like Electronics, Journalsim 
and Mass Communication, Applied Geology and Geophysics have 
already been established but a lot more remains to be done and 

for this we need magnanimous financial support. I must acknowledge 

the generosity of the Planning Commissioner but could he stretch 
his purse a little wider for us. This will enable us to develop to 

a high level of excellence the most vital resource of the state viz 
the human resource. 

8.0 In response to the application of this University the Univer¬ 
sity Grants Commission sent an expert committee in July 1986 
headed by Prof. Chitnis to assess the possibility of setting up a 
UGC financed Media Education Research Centre in this University. 
We are optimistic that the Commission will agree to dosso] 

This will enable us to contribute to the national programme, on 

education being telecast by the UGC. The application of this 

University is also pending with the University Grants Commission 

for financial support for courses in M. Sc Electronics under the 

UGC and Department of Electronics scheme for the support of 
such Courses. 

9.0 Despite our best endeavour we have not been able to 
appoint a Professor of Pharmacy. This has adversely affected the 

growth and development of the Dept, of Pharmaceutical Sciences. 

Tli luDor . . facilities ate be' built up butsthey are inadequate. 

b 1 t ' overcome these difficulties the University has sent the 

final year B. Sc Pharmacy students to complete their laboratory 
and theory courses to the University of Punjab, Chandigarh. The 
pre-final year students will be sent to the Hamdard Institute of 

Pharmacy, Delhi, during the forthcoming winter vacation. We
